Sophomore  cheerleaders  are  Terry  Thornton  (cap- 
tain), Donna  Sue  Cobb,  Brenda  Henson,  and  Pat  John- 
son. The  freshman  cheerleaders  are  JoAnn  Hobbs.  Mimi 
Vickery,  and  Carol  Lammey.  At  any  school  but  North- 
west, these  alternates  would  be  head  cheerleaders.  Thev 
are  Debbie  Montgomery,  Gina  Robbins,  Lou  Ann  Reed, 
and  Debra  Persons. 
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It  was  a  frustrating  year  for  the  Ranger  football  team,  under  the  direction  of  new  head  coach  and  athletic  director 
Ken  Bramlett.  One  of  the  best  recruiting  campaigns  in  recent  years  brought  the  squad  over  30  talented  freshmen  to  go 
with  the  dozen  returning  sophomores  for  1969's  team  that  finished  2-7-1  overall,  but  the  year  was  filled  with  disap- 
pointments. 

The  Rangers  dropped  three  of  their  first  four  ballgames  by  a  total  of  five  points,  and  finished  2-8  overall,  in  spite  of 
being  in  every  ballgame  except  two  until  the  final  gun. 

At  Summit  in  the  season  opener,  the  Rangers  came  back  from  a  0-0  deadlock  at  halftime  and  took  a  7-0  lead  in  the 
third  quarter.  But  the  Bears  finally  connected  on  a  pair  of  scoring  passes  to  go  ahead  14-7  with  just  minutes  to  go.  The 
Rangers  scored  again  with  less  than  two  minutes  to  play  on  quarterback  Phil  Oakley's  second  touchdown  pass  of  the 
contest,  but  a  two  point  conversion  attempt  went  awry  and  Southwest  held  on  for  its  decision. 

Disappointment  was  the  word  again  against  Holmes,  which  scored  three  times  within  six  minutes  during  the  second 
period  and  added  another  tally  in  the  final  period  to  edge  the  Rangers  28-25.  It  was  the  second  straight  time  for  extra 
points  to  make  the  difference,  with  Northwest  getting  three  touchdowns  in  the  second  half  after  trailing  21-7  at  the 
midpoint. 

Defending  conference  champ  Pearl  River,  playing  at  Columbia,  piled  up  a  21-0  first  half  lead  and  added  another 
touchdown  in  the  third  period  for  a  victory  that  came  harder  than  the  score  indicated.  The  Rangers  scored  their  only 
touchdown  early  in  the  final  period.  It  was  the  first  starting  assignment  for  freshman  quarterback  Daryl  Walker,  who 
took  over  during  the  Holmes  game  for  Oakley,  forced  out  of  action  with  a  leg  injury. 

There  were  those  among  the  Ranger  fans  who  thought  the  bad  luck  would  soon  change,  but  they  were  wrong.  Un- 
beaten East  Central,  eventual  winner  of  the  north  division  title,  came  from  behind  in  the  fourth  quarter  for  a  14-13  vic- 
tory, the  second  for  the  Rangers  to  lose  by  that  score  and  the  third  by  a  margin  of  extra  points. 

The  following  week,  though,  the  tide  finally  turned.  Winless  Itawamba,  struggling  after  several  of  its  players  quit  the 
squad  a  week  earlier,  caught  the  full  force  of  the  aroused  Ranger  squad,  which  piled  on  touchdown  after  touchdown  for 
a  47-6  victory.  Everyone  on  the  squad  saw  action  as  Northwest  tried  to  hold  the  score  down  against  the  hapless  Indians. 
The  score  was  33-0  at  halftime. 

But  disappointment  returned  the  next  week,  with  stubborn  Mississippi  Delta  capturing  a  20-6  decision.  The  score 
was  deadlocked  6-6  at  one  point,  but  the  Trojans  had  a  13-6  margin  at  halftime  and  added  another  touchdown  and 
extra  point  with  nine  seconds  remaining  in  the  game  for  the  final  difference. 

On  the  road  again,  Coach  Bramlett  and  his  staff  could  only  watch  helplessly  from  the  sidelines  as  Jones'  explosive 
Bobcats  mauled  the  Rangers  47-7.  The  shipping  was  the  worst  ever  inflicted  upon  a  team  coached  by  Bramlett,  and  ap- 
parently it  helped  get  the  Rangers  up  for  their  final  home  contest  against  Northeast. 

The  Tigers  came  into  Senatobia  with  a  4-2  record  and  were  among  the  league's  leaders.  The  Ranger  assault  was  led 
by  Walker  who  came  into  his  own  at  quarterback,  scoring  touchdowns  on  runs  of  one,  eleven,  and  forty-eight  yards  and 
throwing  five  yards  to  Tym  Nelson  for  one  and  35  yards  to  Ted  Rogers  for  another.  Nelson  also  got  another  score  on  a 
37-yard  sweep.  He  paced  the  ground  gainers  for  the  night  with  174  yards,  while  Walker  finished  with  245  yards  in  total 
offense. 

After  that  performance,  many  fans  were  hopeful  that  the  Rangers  might  still  be  able  to  pull  out  a  couple  of  wins  on 
the  final  two  outings,  but  Copiah-Lincoln  spoiled  things  right  off  with  a  28-14  victory  on  the  road  after  the  Rangers  had 
a  week  off  following  the  Northeast  romp.  The  game  was  knotted  at  14-14  with  about  ten  minutes  to  go,  but  the  Wolves 
pulled  out  a  pair  of  touchdowns  in  the  final  moments  to  hold  their  third-place  ranking  in  the  overall  standings. 

East  Mississippi  spoiled  the  season  finale  7-0,  scoring  just  a  minute  and  a  half  into  the  game  and  holding  on  for  the 
duration.  Northwest  threatened  seriously  at  one  point,  but  an  offensive  pass  interference  call  against  the  Rangers  at  the 
East  Mississippi  eight-yard  line  thwarted  the  thrust. 

In  spite  of  the  poor  record,  the  squad  showed  definite  signs  of  improvement  over  previous  years.  Only  once  were 
they  beaten  beyond  hope,  and  never  did  they  give  up.  With  a  large  group  of  returning  lettermen  due  to  report  back  in 
the  fall  of  1971,  the  future  looks  bright  indeed.  Another  recruiting  season  like  1970  could  even  make  the  Rangers  a 
darkhorse  contender  for  the  league  title.  One  thing  for  sure,  a  lot  of  folks  are  looking  forward  to  next  year.

Finishing  in  second  place  in  Northwest  Division  Junior  College  Conference  pla)  with  an  8-4  conference  record  and  13-9  overall  and 
with  two  All-State  players,  Coach  Henry  B.  Koon  and  his  Rangers  finished  another  victorious  season,  the  coach's  sixth  winning  season 
in  six  years  at  Northwest. 

In  the  words  of  Coach  Koon.  "As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  the  season  was  a  tremendous  success,  by  far  the  best  I  have  ever  had  from 
the  standpoint  of  achievement.  I  have  never  seen  a  small  group  of  boys  do  so  well. 

Coach  Koon  returned  only  one  starter  from  last  year's  team.  Roger  Wright.  Skeet  Hurdle  and  Tommy  Vaughn  had  seen  only  limited 
action.  To  build  a  winning  team  with  only  three  returning  players  was  a  definite  challenge.  With  good  recruiting,  several  valuable  fresh- 
men were  added  to  the  team.  The  only  trouble  Northwest  had  was  the  fact  that  the  tallest  man  in  a  Ranger  uniform  was  only  6*2".  The 
season  looked  dark  at  first  with  Coach  Koon  expecting  a  meager  six  wins  al  the  most.  The  Rangers  fought  hard  at  all  times  though  and  to 
everyone's  surprise  pulled  in  13  big  ones. 

A  sound  offense  and  disciplined  defense  proved  to  be  the  major  assets  of  the  ball  club.  At  critical  limes  it  seemed  that  Coach  Koon 
limited  the  offense  to  one  or  two  key  players,  though  the  offense  had  main  variations.  Nevertheless,  his  techniques  developed  a  winner 
out  of  a  team  that  seemed  destined  for  mediocrity. 

The  season  started  with  three  quick  victories,  Southern  Baptist  (97-70).  Holmes  (69-68)  and  Phillips  Count)  (88-83).  On  a  return 
visit  with  Southern  Baptist  the  Rangers  absorbed  their  first  loss  81-64.  Two  more  victories  followed,  but  an  86-76  loss  to  Mississippi 
Delta  started  the  team  on  a  five-game  losing  skid  which  left  the  record  al  5  wins  and  6  losses. 

The  Rangers  immediately  picked  up  an  81-62  victory  over  Christian  Brothers  College  freshmen,  onlv  to  be  put  down  for  the  second 
time  by  the  babv  Rebels.  Following  the  loss  to  Ole  Miss,  the  Rangers  matched  their  five-game  losing  streak  with  five  straight  wins.  The 
regular  season  ended  with  a  81-72  loss  to  Itawamba  and  a  67-46  victory  over  Holmes. 

In  the  North-Half  Tournament,  hosted  by  Northwest,  the  Rangers  did  not  fare  as  well  as  most  fans  hoped.  ^  ith  a  heavv  home-court 
advantage,  the  Rangers  methodically  picked  East  Mississippi  to  pieces,  winding  up  with  an  80-72  victory.  In  the  second  round  it  was 
Delta's  turn  to  do  the  picking.  Going  in  at  the  half  with  a  six-point  lead,  the  Rangers  looked  as  if  the  game  was  theirs.  Obviously  they  felt 
like  the  game  was  over,  and  though  the  lead  was  as  great  as  14  points  a  few  minutes  alter  the  start  of  the  second  half.  Delta  hung  on  for 
a  72-67  victory.  That  game  ended  the  season  and  the  Rangers'  hopes  for  a  state  championship. 

Though  the  season  ended  on  a  disappointing  note,  few  could  find  fault  with  a  team  that  played  so  well  against  much  taller  and  phvsi- 
cally  stronger  teams.  Coach  Koon  had  a  great  deal  of  respect  for  this  year's  basketball  team  and  praised  them  highly.  He  felt  that  most  of 
the  credit  for  any  success  should  go  to  the  boys  and  their  determination.  Success  came  to  the  1970-1971  Rangers  because  of  that  deter- 
mination and  pride. 

Something  must  be  said  about  the  individuals  themselves  who  made  up  the  team.  Willie  Brown  was  the  Rangers"  leading  scorer  and 
the  state's  leader  with  a  26.1  point  average.  He  also  contributed  8.7  rebounds  per  game  which,  totaled  v\  ith  his  point  average,  netted  him 
an  All-State  selection.  Wilbert  Beard  followed  Brown  closely  in  the  scoring  department  with  a  23.4  point  average.  Beard  joined  Brown 
on  the  All-State  team. 

Roger  Wright  contributed  the  steady  play  that  is  so  necessary  to  any  team's  balance.  He  played  excellent  defense  and  seemed  to  al- 
ways drop  in  that  needed  free  throw  or  get  two  points  when  the  game  was  close.  Wright  earned  an  honorable  mention  on  the  All-State 
team.  Skeet  Hurdle,  the  Ranger  playmaker  for  the  first  part  of  the  season,  hurt  his  ankle  and  was  lost  for  six  weeks.  This  definitely  hurt 
the  Rangers  later  in  the  season,  hut  two  football  players  joined  the  basketball  team  and  took  up  much  of  the  slack  left  by  Hurdle's  ab- 
sence. 

Billy  Young  and  Ted  Rodgers  furnished  the  depth  that  carried  the  team  on  to  its  successful  season.  Young  became  one  of  the  leadin 
scorers  as  he  took  over  the  reins  as  playmaker.  Rodgers  alternated  between  forward  and  guard,  performing  equally  well  at  both.  Mike 
Foster,  another  outstanding  freshman,  played  guard  for  the  Rangers  when  Hurdle  was  hurt. 

Centers  Tommy  Vaughn  and  Dwayne  Martin  switched  out  at  ((Miter  for  most  of  the  season.  Neither  was  ever  as  tall  as  his  opponents, 
but  both  proved  that  they  could  play  well  against  the  odds  and  larger  men. 

The  final  three  men  gave  the  team  hustle,  desire,  and  someone  to  practice  against.  Without  Dick  Sanders.  Tommy  Swindoll,  and  Earl 
Thompson  to  round  out  the  team,  there  probably  wouldn't  have  been  a  team. 

So  this  season  and  this  year  are  over.  In  basketball,  as  in  every  other  sport,  all  anyone  can  do  is  wait  for  next  year.  There  are  some  ex- 
cellent freshmen  and  an  eager  coach  just  waiting. 
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Baseball:  Hit  and  Run 


Baseball  became  a  major  sport  on  the  Northwest  campus  last  spring 
for  the  first  time  in  years.  At  every  home  game  the  stands  were  full  of 
cheering  students  that  were  seldom  disappointed  by  the  baseball 
Rangers. 

The  season  started  with  three  straight  shutout  victories  over 
Holmes,  Itawamba,  and  Delta.  Strong  pitching  performances  were 
turned  in  by  Skeet  Hurdle,  Micky  Hutchins  and  Larry  Farmer.  To- 
gether they  compiled  an  8-5  record,  which  sadly  included  an  8-3  loss 
to  East  Mississippi  in  the  North  Division  play-offs. 

The  top  hitters  were  Danny  Tackett,  who  batted  around  .350  for 
the  year,  Steve  Hargett  (.330),  Micky  Hutchins  (.315)  and  Pat  Dorr 
(.300).  Good  power  and  clutch  hitting  were  characteristics  of  North- 
west's team,  a  team  that  averaged  8  runs  a  game  and  was  shut  out 
only  once.

Hurdle  is  the  only 
returning  pitcher,  but  prospects  are  bright  if 
there  are  some  rookies  who  can  come  around 
and  take  up  the  slack.
